COL. 
LINDBERGH COMPLICATES THINGS 
Under the kind of government Americans don’t 
intend to tolerate there wouldn't be anyone like Col. 
Charles A Lindbergh 
Anyone who hollered into a , 
microphone that the official slant on risking war to I 
r *_n 
try to save Great Britain was wrong soon would be 
writing home from a concentration camp to tell the 
wife and kiddies tie was as well as could be ex­ 
pected 
I fs much less complicated that way, of course. 
No one can start an argument, or get a crowd to­ 
gether. or pucker up for a Bronx cheer more than ; 
once without getting his name on a list. and It I 
saves a lot of trouble over a period of time 
For j 
one thing, it saves all the time and worry that go 
into the difficult job of thinking up answers to an­ 
noying accusations. 
But Americans aren't going to 
do things that way 
Regardless of which side one happens to be on 
in the Lindbergh isolation vs. the Roosevelt inter­ 
nationalist argument, there are a few ground rules 
and observations that stand above discussion. 
First. 
Col. Lindbergh still has the right to say what he 
pleases. 
Tile United States has not declared a m ili­ 
tary emergency. 
It Is not treasonable to question 
official decisions publicly. 
Second. Col. Lindbergh has the right to be wrong. 
This is especially important, because It is the fact of 
widespread disagreement with 
his views that has 
given critics courage to cut him to pieces. 
This lh 
particularly true of the official critics, up to and in­ 
cluding President Roosevelt, who have taken ti/he to 
give him public tongue lashings. 
Third—-and this is not a declaration about what 
Col. Lindbergh hRs a right to do, but about some­ 
thing he could have done better—-he should have 
got himself elected to public office before he bogan 
to talk about International po'icy. 
This automatic­ 
ally would have made him an expert, whereas his 
record as an aviator. European 
traveler, scientist, 
and amicus curiae puts him at a disadvantage with 
the politicians and jobholders. 
All else aside, the chances are that Col. Lindbergh 
has stepped into a trap. 
He has tried to tackle the 
problem of Germany’s bid for dominance as though 
it were like that, famous g'ass heart he and Dr 
Alexis Carrel invented, instead of like something re­ 
sembling Hie vagaries of the human heart. 
In a 
word, he lias tried to sidestep the complications of a 
struggle with Germany by an application of cold 
logic; 
Germany 
is too strong, 
therefore Germany 
must not be resisted. 
That is precisely what the German military caste 
has counted oil—the tendency of the defensive forces 
of freedom to want to give up in the face of superior 
force. 
Col. Lindbergh is a symptom of a state of 
mind the Nazi psychologist-propagandists knew would 
exist. 
It made their job in France much easier 
than they hud dared to hope 
But it will not make 
their Job easier In Hie United Stat s. 
Tile very fact that one man 
not an "expert— 
can cause so much discussion and make every front 
page in the country by spouting off; that even the 
chief executive can be needled by such a man to the 
point of calling him names In a press conference; 
that the man thereafter can put the chief executive 
on the spot by resigning ills commission in the army 
air 
corps reserve, 
to show his 
indignation—these 
things are part of the most precious assets of the 
United States. 
If Col 
Lindbergh is wrong, he must be proved 
wrong. 
When he is proved wrong, moreover, he can 
go right ahead being wrong if th at’s what he wants 
to do. 
It’s complicated, but it's freedom .

I suppose some doctor, some time, 
said rather carelessly to a patient 
who had pain. “Oh. you have neu­ 
ritis!’’ 
At any rate, the 
custom 
has grown to call nearly any sort 
of pain which is along muscles or 
nerve tracks “neuritis*’. 
The prop­ 
er term for this, I believe, is “neu­ 
ralgia. 
Neuritis means something rath­ 
er specific 
in medical 
language. 
The first symptom of neuritis in­ 
stead of being pain. Is more likely 
to be 
numbness. 
True 
neuritis 
seldom affects one nerve. Usually 
nerves undergo a form of degen­ 
eration 
The hands and feet are 
most often affected. 
The patient 
commences to have numb sensa­ 
tions in the toes, the soles and in 
the tips of the fingers. Sometimes 
‘pins and needles" feeling, 
tin­ 
gling, and a deadness, as if 
the 
fingers and toes were covered with 
a 
rubber 
glove. 
“Ants 
crawling 
along the skin” is one of the ex­ 
pressions offered. 
The patient is 
inclined to rub the part because 
he thinks the circulation is poor. 
Later on there may be a certain 
amount of loss of muscle power 
We have come to understand a 
good deal more amout neuritis in 
the last few years. It is seen in 
alcoholic addicts, in lead workers, 
and mav be caused by constant e x ­ 
posure in occupation to nearly any 
heavy metal. One particular form

in the early months is 
extreme 
Ber!-Bert 
Now. it has long 
been 
known 
that there was a disease in the 
Orient 
called 
“beri-berl”, 
which 
consists mostly 
in a neuritis of 
this particular form and type taut 
until recently 
nobody 
associated 
the two types together. The neu­ 
ritis of beri-beri is known 
to be 
caused by dietary deficiency. It is 
obvious, however, that in the case 
of the alcoholic addict and in per­ 
nicious 
vomiting 
of 
any 
kind, 
the individual is on a dietary de­ 
ficiency. Tile alcoholic does not eat 
because he gets bis calories out of 
hts alcohol 
The specific dietary 
deficiency 
which occurs in beri-beri is due to 
lack of Vitamin Bl and 
it 
has 
been found that in cases of neuri­ 
tis. in alcoholic addiction, or preg­ 
nancy, the use of Vitamin B l will 
restore things to normal within a 
very short time. 
Lead poisoning 
and exposure to the other heavy 
metals 
which results 
in neuritis 
is not quite the same thing and is 
probably 
due 
to direct attack of 
the metal upon the nerve sheath 
A peculiar form of symptom in 
neuritis of this type is that the

i em anations in the realm of

sense of feeling. Brush his finger? 
tips with a cam el’s hair brush and 
he feels nothing 
Drop a coin in 
his hand 
and 
he cannot 
tell

Britain and 21 American 
Republics To Effect 
Compromise

Under the compromise plan, it 
was reported in informed quarters, 
Great 
Britain 
will 
substitute

“rec. istle" attitude on the seized 
ship question for the previous "the­ 
oretical’’ position that the seized 
I vessels were still subject to cap­ 
ture as enemy property if caught 
at sea. 
The “realistic’’ approach calls for 
I recognition 
of 
the right of

United States and other hemisphere 
repub’lcs to seize foreign vessels 
immobilized by war and use them 
to “promote the peace and security 
of the continent.” This is the right 
already claimed by the Inter-Ameri- 
can Economic and Financial com­ 
mittee renresenting all the Ameri­ 
can nations.
